No. 49 -ITC(PN)/Tll.— The conditions governinR the issuance of import licences 
under the Swedish Development Credit Agreement, 1971, as given in Appendix to 
this Public Notice are notified for the information of the trade. 

Appendix 

Conditions for Licensing under the Swedish Development Credit Aareement 1971. 

1. Each import licence will bear a superscription to the ellect that it has been 
issued under Segment I, II or III as the ca.se may be (as indicated In the Sanction 
or other authority for the foreign exchange release) of the Swedish Development 
Credit Agreement 1971. This Indication will also be repeated on the letter from 
the CCIE forwarding the import licence. 
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2. Firm orders on a c i.f. or c Sc t basis must be placed within four months 
of the date nf issue of the import llrence The authorised dealers in forelcu exchange 
will not adow remittances or fariht es to establish letters of credit unle.ss orders 
are placed within the pre.scribed period of four month_s- Ip cn^'e the importer rs 
not able to place orders within this period for anv reason, he should approach the 
licence is''uiny autliority with deial ed lu.stlfication foj- aetlind the prescribed period 
Jor ordering suitably extended, 

;i. The licence will no Issued with an inrtiol vahriltv period, of 12 months from 
the dale of iss'w All na^venenls miut he c'rnpletcd Viuthin a nirrith uL the cxruy 
of the iicenee. 

4. Payments to the suppliers can be arranged through normal hanking channels 
by estaldishing letlers Ol credit or on a collection basis Anv pa^npents towards 
Indian anerit,s commission should he made in rupees in India. Such payments, 
iiuwcier, will form part of the licence \aluc and will be charged to the licence 

."i. Orders must be placed on a cash basLs. The licence-holder will not be 
al owed to avail himself of credit facrlitl s from the supplier.s. 

H. (a) Imporls under lire licence can b- made from any comrtry without restne- 
fion, and should as far as practicable 1 i on an international r'ompcfllive basis. 
The Government reserves the right to ask the importer to produce evidence that 
compiirnUle bids bjv'c been obtained and competitive prices ensured. 

(1j1 In the ca.se of foreign exchange releases under the Credit e.xceeding R.s. 2 
million, the Government reserves the right to ask the licence-hoider to submit 
speciltcations and draft tender documents for scrutiny by the Swedish authorities 
before the invitation of tenders, and .similarly to submit the results or tenders before 
contract.s are awarded. In such cases, a copy of the contract would have to be 
made avnilahle to the Swedf.sh authoritie.s through the Covernmeut of India, after 
th.“ contract is entered into. 

7 The va'ues of the orders should be expre.s.sed In the currency in which pay- 
rnc’it IS to be made to the Suppliers. 

8. For enabling the Government of India to obtain reimbursement out of Swedish 
Cl edit funds of payments made under the licence, the licence-holder should, at the 
time ot arranging payments, ltd in an extra copy of form 'A' tthe application form 
prescribed by the Reserve Bank of India for remittances in foreign currency) for 
being sent by their bankers (authorised dealers in foreign exchange) direct to the 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, Economic Aid Aecounts 
Branch, .Teevan Deep Building. 10. Parliament Street. New Delhl-1 under advice 
to tire importer, an soon ns the pai/ment is made. It must be ensured that all the 
appropriate columns in form ‘A’ are filled in correctly and completely. The full 
licence number and date and the superscription mentioned In condition t above 
.should appear on the form ‘A’ without fall. The fomi ‘A’ should bear the signature 
of the bank in India certlf.vlng the payments authorised and should indicate the 
foreign bank in question and the amount and currency of payment. 

N.B- —These arrangements do not absolv'e the licensee of his responsibility to 
ensure that all forms ‘A’ are forwarded from time to time by the banks to the 
Ministry of Finance as Indicated above. 

9. In respect of Import licences of a value of Rs. 1 million and above, a monthly 
statement as in Annexure I to these conditions, showing the utilisation status of 
the licence, should be furnished to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic 
Affairs, Economic Aid Accounts Branch, Jeevan Deep Building 10, Parliament 
Street, New Delhl-1 until the licence Is fully utilised. This report should reach the 
Ministry of Finance on the lOth of every month. 


10. The goods imported under the licence should be used with due diligence and 
efficiency. For a minimum period of four years from the date of dellv'ery of the 
good.s imported under the licence, the importer shall (i) maintain all the relevant 
records necessary to identify such goods in their use, (ii) furnish or cause to be 
furnished to the Swedish authorities all such information as they may reasonably 
reque.st concerning the expenditure of the proceeds of the Credit and the goods and 
services acquired out of such proceeds and (iii) enable representatives oi" the 
Swedish International Development Authority to study the use of such goods and 
set vires if they so request. 
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11. If any refunds are received by the licensee from the Suppliers the shipper 
or the insurer a full report shewing the amounts received together with other 
relevant particulars, should be sent to the Ministry of Finance at the addresa 
Indicated in condition 9 above, in the form given In Annexure II. 

12. It should be understood that the Grovernment of India will not undertake any 
responsibility for disputes, if any. that may arise between the licensee and the 
suppliers. 

13. The licensee shall promptly comply with any directions, instructions or 
orders Issued by the Government regarding any and all matters arising from or 
pertaining to the iiMort licence and for meeting all obligations under the Credit 
agreement .with the Swedish authorities.
